DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

Applicant should note the disposition of the parent application in the specification. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 54-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 54, what does 'standard' refer to? In claim 
54, why is a 'preventing' step needed if the step is being claimed? How doe claims 55- 
61 further limit the claim they depend upon? 

Claim Objections 

Claims 55-61 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. It is not clear why 
applicant believes the subject matter of these claims is not already found in the claims 
they depend upon. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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Claims 30,31,33,37,41-44,48,52,55,56,57,59 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Short et al. This patent discloses the formation of powder by 
precompacting a material of a first density by a pelletizing step, and then grinding the 
material to form a powder of a second, greater density. 


The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 38,42,49,53,54,58,60,61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Short et al. The exact material size produced would have been an 
obvious design choice only based on several factors such as material being treated and 
desired end results. 

Claims 30,32-43,45-53,55,57-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the admitted prior art (APA) in view of Ivie. APA is the process 
discussed on pages 1-2 of the specification. This process includes the steps of pre- 
grinding material, compacting it with a roll compactor, and grinding the compacted 
material into a powder of density higher than the original density. Use of roll 
compactors is inefficient as much of the material has to be recycled through the rolls to 
be compacted, Ivie solves this problem by disclosing a similar process including 
pelletizing the material instead of roll compacting it. In order to efficiently compact the 
material, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify APA by 
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palletizing the material instead of roll compacting it, taught to be desirable by Ivie. The 
remaining limitations would then have been obvious design choices only as they solve 
no stated problems. Also, the exact material size produced would have been an 
obvious design choice only based on several factors such as material being treated and 
desired end results.
